The usual er 
against the effects of X-rays are 
sufficient to prevent personal harm 
to any individual using them, but I 
am quite sure that such people car 
| detrimental mutations to their oft- 
spring, and, taking the long view 
of it, may be very bad for the 
race,” 
He explained that it had been 
found possible to effect mutations 
in the gene or hereditary treasure 
of living organisms, similar to 
those which occur naturally. These 
detrimental mutations—or, in plain 
language, deficiencies—are no harm 
in ‘themselves, but would be harm- 
ful if it were not for the overwhelm- 
in proportion of no genes.

The 
Germans were caught napping, 
and were forced to pay the price 
of over-confidence. Herr Hitler 
declared afterwards that the 
German railway system was un- 
able to cope with winter condi- 
tions in Russia, and that the 
German armies had undergone an 
ordeal for which no parallel could 
“be found in military history. The 
German High Command has 
little to learn about either 
strategy or tactics. Although 
taken completely by surprise by 
the speed and strength of the 
Russian counter- attack, it con- 
trived to withdraw its forces in 
orderly fashion; and, when the 
good weather returned, it started 
another offensive, this time even 
surpassing its efforts in the 
previous year. 
and Don were crossed. The 
Russians were driven back to the 
banks of the Volga; and it looked 
almost as if a military decision 
would be reached before the end 
of the year, when the Russians 
not only made a successful 
defence of Stalingrad, but 
repeated their tactics of 1941. By 
means of a brilliant pincers 
manceuvre, they surrounded and 
overcame Marshal Paulus’s Sixth 
German Army, which had been 
besieging Stalingrad. Taking full 
advantage of an _ exceptionally 
mild winter, they increased the 
force of their | counter-offensive, 
with the result that they have 
regained virtually all the ground 
that was lost during last summer, 
and have forced the Germans to 
retire almost to the line of the 
| Dnieper, . 

Tt has been a truly astonishing 
turn of events, which cannot be 
explained by the military experts. 
General Dietmar, the German 
military broadcaster, has made 


Ino secret of the fact that the 


German Army has suffered a 
heavy defeat. Dr. Goebbels, in 
the course of a statement which 
we published yesterday, indicates 
clearly that the military situation 
in Russia is causing grave con- 
cern in Berlin; and it is quite 
evident that the German High 
Command has been taken by sur- 
prise by the violence of the 
Russian attacks, and the appa- 
rently inexhaustible reservoir of 
reserves which their generals have 
been able to tap. At the moment 
active operations are in progress 
on. a front of roughly six hundred 
miles. The Germans have been 
cleared from the Caucasus, and 
now hold only a _ precarious 
bridgehead in the Novorossisk 
area, based on the Taman 
peninsula, Evidently they intend 
to make Novorossisk into a kind 
of Kuban Tobruk, but the situa- 
tion at present is ‘80 difficult that 


the possibility of a Kuban Dun- 
kirk. Farther north, Rostov-on- 
Don is wholly in Russian hands, 
and the Soviet forces are advanc- 
ing steadily towards Taganrog, 
which is a vital port on the Sea 
of Azov. If Novorossisk and 
Taganrog both should be 
captured the control of the Sea 
of Azov will fall completely 
into the hands of the Soviets. 
Kharkov and Kursk also have 
been recaptured. According. to 
yesterday's bulletin from Moscow, 
the Russians are advancing in 
the’ direction of Poltava along 
the important railway from 
Kharkov, and were reported last 
evening to be only some thirty- 
eight miles from this junction. 
Farther North again, 
stated to be in immediate danger ; 
and if this town should fall, the 
Russians will have absolute com- 
mand of the main. railway line 
running from Moscow,

The 
country districts will be expected 
to produce 100,000 adult helpers, 
whom the Minister regards as 
particularly useful because they 
live in the vicinity of the work, 
and, therefore, ‘create no  diffi- 
culties. in regard to transport; 
and yet 100,000 more must come 
from the towns. Elaborate plans 
are being made. Firms are 
requested to arrange their work- 
ing schedules in such a manner 
that it will be possible to release 
parties of employés for farm 
work at the vital season; every 
type of citizen is urged to spend 
his holidays not in leisure, but on 
the farm. There is no question 
of pampering. The people are 
asked to volunteer not as a kind- 
ness to anybody, but as a duty to 
their country: they will be 
lodged in harvest camps—more 
than 1,000 such camps will be in 
existence by harvest time—and 
will ‘pay for their keep at tho 
rate of 288. weekly, but they are 
warned not to expect board and 
lodging on the farms themselves. 
Nothing shows more clearly the de- 
mands which total war makes 
on a nation’s energy. One might 
infer that the people of Great 
Britain were working already up 
to the limit of their capacity for 
endurance; yet this further 


effort is required—and, no doubt, 


will be made. The Government, 
at all events, entertains no doubt 
that it can be made; for the 
Mjnister of Agriculture declares 


‘bluntly that, unless the necessary 


number of volunteers is forth- 
coming, it may be necessary to 
employ. the . Government’s 
powers of direction —in other 
words, to use compulsion. It has 
no alternative. Whatever may 
happen in time of peace, a nation 
at war cannot afford to go 
hungry.
